JACKSONVILLE, FLORIDA, Mar. 13, 
I will endeavor to give you a shor 


iketcti of my sojourn In the Sunny 
South. 
Well It might be called the 


"Suuny South" when the thermome- 
ter registers from, el«hty to nlnty In 
the month of Februaiy, 


I spent about two months In tho 


vicinity of Waldo, On the 12th of 
February a party of four, consisting of 
Dr, Blackburn of Ohio, J. S, Ferry>of 
Aurora, Illinois, Fred Hull, of Wiscon- 
sin, and myself, concluded to take a 
trip up the St. Johns river. We left

mysteries of the frontier was cleared 
up to-day by the capture of the mur- 
derer ,it Fort "Fetterman, Wyoming 
Territojy, and his confession, which 


(icn, 
Adams, of the IWolJ'iCe, receiv- 


ed here by telegraph, Tho aflajr has 
long since become u story of crime 
that for atrocity and fiendishness is 
not surpassed in the criminal history 
of the country. 
It is a narrative in 


which the principal stains his hands 
>vith the life-blood of five companions, 
and then completes the work, by feed- 
ing oil the putreucent remains. 


Nine years ago, when Jho S»n Juan 


mining excitement broke out, u party 
composed of eighteen 
frontiersmen 


left Salt Lake City to penetrate the 
new Kldorado by way of the old Mor- 
mon trail through the Ute Domain, 
On arriving at the conOuencc of the 
(Junnison and Grand Rivujrt early in 
February, 
they separated into two 


bodies of twelve and six respectively. 
Their supplies had diminished to so 
small an amount that when they di- 
vided there was hardly rations enough 
for two days, 
The larger detachment 


followed the Grand River to Cochetopa 


der the leadership of Henry Lanter, 
of this city. 
The trail was taken 


across the mountain toward tho head 
of the Gunnison River, 
When the 


north fork of (he Gunnison was reach- 
ed Packha claimed lo be confused, 
and said he could not direct the ex- 
ploration any further. 
I le tried his 


best to lead the parly north. 
Lanter 


growing suspicious, charged him with 
the purpose of misdirecting the party, 
and 
insisted on 
continuing aouthi 


whereupon Packha drew a knife And 
tried to kill him, Packha was disarm- 
ed and ironed. The parly returned 
to the agency, after having failed to 
discover the camp, and Packha was 
confined in the Sagauch jail, 
A few 


days later he escaped, and 
trace of 


him was never certainly had again till 
last week. 


Three years ago a desperado was 


killed at Fort Defiance, A. T., whose 
description corresponded with that of 
Packha, and it was thought thai he 
had at last met his death. 
In 


1874, a photographer from Peoria,. 
Illinois, named Reynolds, accident- 
ally discovered the bodies of the mur- 
dered men in a hemlock grove near 
Lake San Christoval, and only a short 
distance from the present Lake City. 
Some members of the surveying party 
who had lingered in the country Visit- 
ed the scene and identified the men. 
The bodies of four of the men, S\Van, 
Bell, Noon and Humphreys, were ly- 
ing side by side.

medical treatment to save his 
life. 


To General Adams I'ackha said he 
had been deserted by his companions, 
and left to die in a snow storm, 
He 


was taken to Laguache, the nearest 
frontier settlement, for care. 
Two 


days after the agency escort departed 
with him a couple of L/tes arrived 
with strips of supposed meat, which 
they showed to General 
Attorns as 


"white man's flesh." Suspecting foul 
play, the General immediately dis- 
patched a second party to bring Pack- 
ha back to the agency as a prisoner. 
Upon being shown the human flesh 
and charged 
with murder, Puckha 


seemingly broke down, and confessed 
that the five men were killed, one by 
the other, to provide food for the sur 
vivors. 


One day, when he was absent from 


camp hunting, he said, his five com- 
panions drew lots for death, and Swan 
drew the unlucky number. The vic- 
tim was being cut up, he said, when 
he returned to camp. 
Miller, Hum- 


phrey and Noon then fell under the 
hatchet, and in the order stated their 
ileah was devoured. 
Hell then tried 


to murder Pack ha, but the latter de« 
tected him in the act, and felled him 
dead with an axe before he coukl Are 
a second shot, Packha wound up his 
somewhat crooked story with an ac- 
count of his blind journey through the 
wilderness, in which he preserved his 


fe against the winter cold and storms 
by carrying from place to place burn. 
ng coals in a coffeepot,

dence in the disturbed condition of 
the ground that he liact fought hard 
for his life, 
The bodies were pre- 


sery'ed'and easily identified. 
There 


was known to have been about $io> 
ooo in possession of the parly, but 
not a dollar could be found, 
There 


was no loager any doubt but Packha 
murdered the men to obtain their 
money) and running out of food, ate 
their flesh. 


After having committed the deed 


he constructed a brush house and 
apparently resided there for a fesv 
days. 
Between it and the bodies 


there was a. trail which he often, trav- 
eled to glcqt over his deed Or cut off 
a meal of human flesh. 
When he 


started eastward he evidently had laid 
in a supply of his human food, and at 
some camping place abandoned or 
forfeot the strips of flesh which the In- 
dians found and brought to the agen- 
cy. 
The horrible crime seemed to 


end with these disclosuies and theo- 
ries. The closing chapter opened last 
week, when a member of 
the Salt 


F,ake party telegraphed to the Sheriff 
at Lake Ci»y that he had met Packha 
face to face at Fort Fetterman. 


The murderer wto there recognized 


as the leader of what has been tor 
some time the most desperate gan'g of 
outlaws in the West, 
Gen. Adams 


was informed of the discovery, and a 
concerted 
movement 
by 
Sheriffs 


Spangler, of Denver, and Smith, of 
Lake City, and Sharpless, of Chey- 
enne, resulted in the capture of Pack- 
ha. When confronted with the de- 
tail of the finding of the bodies and 
the charge of having murdered the 
live men for their money he confessed 
Gen. Adams has received the state- 
ment of the confession, but the de- 
tails will not be had for a few days.

A seed test at the New York Kx- 


periment Station resulted as follows; 
Mulilalcd beans and corn germinated 
promptly, provided their mutilation 
did not destroy the germ or chit. Of 
50 peas which were or had been in- 
habited by the pea weevil, 28 germi- 
nated, the radicles nearly or quite as 
long as in the perfect peas. Of 25 
shriveled or diminutive pop, i.O germ- 
mated, the radicles no shorter than in^ 
the perfect peas,

This measure is the Postal Note 


Act, designed 
to meet the demancj 


for cheaper monty orders. The pos- 
tal note will be a money order for any 
sum less than 
five 
dollars, pay- 


able to 
the bearer, at any post- 


office designated by the purchaser, 
within three months from the last day 
oi the month ot issue. 
As it can be 


obtained without a written application 
it can be purchased almost as quickly 
as a postage stamp. The Postmaster, 
or clerk, will simply have to write the 
name of the postoffice at which it is 
to be paid and to punch five holes in 
the margin for the date and the 
dol- 


lars and cents; and the bearer who 
presents it for payment, will merely 
write his name on the back as a re- 
cc'ipt. As it is issued without letters 
of advice, it is made payable to 
the 


bearer, cither at the office drawn up 
on or at the office where it is pur- 
chased. The security being decreas- 
ed through the absence of letters of 
advice and means of identification, 
the fee is reduced to three cents. The 
p.occsses of purchasing and collecting 
are greatly simplified, and the expense 
of the usual postal order is materially 
reduced. 
It will be a cheap and most 


convenient mode of transmitting smalj 
amounts of money through the mails, 
Purchased without delay or annoy- 
ance, the postal note will take the 
place of the war time fractional cur- 
rency and the peaqotirrje postage 
stamp; and while it will not come into 
permanent use as cunency, it can 
pass from hand to hand and thus fa- 
cilitate the process of collection,

The best 
reclaimed lands will naturally bo ap- 
propriated to sugar culture;' afterwards 
long fibre cotton (Sea Island), the cas- 
sava root for starch, tapioca, glucose, 
and to food stock; sweet potatoes, ar- 
row-root, jute, oranges, lemons, pino- 
applos, in fact everything useful and 
ornamental that men may dosii'o to 
grow, or that is likely to prove profit- 
able.—If.
